RE JUKI PAUS 

On l5 May at lli30 I called Juri at work and he said he could talk without 
any security problem* I asked him whether it wou^d be possible to cancel 
the Saltiinoreand Wash showingsx if the US govt desired it* He indicated that 
everyone is looking foreward to the show, invitations have been mailed, duties 
assigned, equipment rented, etc and tha there would be all sorts of hell and 
the thing! would fall flat on its face if the rug was nulled out suddenly without

some real explanation, Such an une olained action would cause much damage to the

organization. Juri preferred to let t’e plans continue hut to keep the situation £&&&&& 
under control* He promised to do so in Wash' and to advise his friend KUKLANE to 
do the same in Baltimore* His associate in Lakewood reported that the film is 
technically o*k, as is the talk but that as far as HFTNE is concerned he said only 
"You will meet him voursblf". 

Juri suggested that "you hit him after he leaves Washington and preferably before * 
he gets to Connecticut tatra where he has a showing on 25 May*" Subject was told i 
that this was a jurisdictional matter over which we had little control*
